The amendment to the independent claims and the cancellation of the dependent claims has overcome the rejections under 112(2), 
but has not overcome the the prior art rejections set forth in the previous office action. Applicant argues that the Schwab reference fails 
to disclose 1) that the sharing attribute information is included in management information; 2) that the sharing attribute information 
indicates whether image data corresponding to the management information should be sent to the image management server; and 3) 
based on the sharing attribute information, the image data is sent to the image management server. 

Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive because the Schwab references meets these limitations. Specifically, the Schwab reference 
discloses information indicatingwhether or not the image should be sent from the terminal to the server. This argument was presented in 
the 'response to arguments' section of the final rejection. This information is included in management information because the 
information performs a managerial function (i.e. whether the image data should be sent to to the server). Thus, this information 
constitutes management information. 
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
